Faces Rejection 


Mayor London Breed's move to replace a longtime Rent Board member blindsided 


tenants’ rights groups — and the Board of Supervisors may block the appointment.

In a rare challenge to mayoral 
appointments, a Board of Supervisors 
committee recommended a rejection of 
Mayor London Breed’s pick to the Rent 
Board — the final appeal process to bat- 
tle burdensome rent increases all too fa- 
miliar in San Francisco. 

Breed appointed Reese Isbell, a 
former aide to Mark Leno and her own 
mayoral transition team staffer, for 
the tenant seat on the Rent Board last 
month. But tenant advocates ques- 
tioned why the mayor would appoint 
someone without the deep housing 
knowledge required to defend renters 
against mega-landlords like Veritas, or 
why tenants’ rights groups were not 
consulted. Typically, the two tenant 
seats and two landlord seats — the 
fifth seat is neutral — are chosen with 
the recommendation of those respec- 
tive groups. 

At Monday’s Rules Committee hear- 
ing, Supervisors Hillary Ronen and 
Gordon Mar agreed. 

Isbell failed to explain basic tenant 
law definitions, like burden of proof, 
and name recent legislative changes 
passed by the Board of Supervisors 
when questioned. Although Ronen 
said Isbell would be qualified for any 
other commission or as an alternate 
Rent Board member to fill in when 
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necessary, the stakes Were too high 'for® 


him to not know the legal ins and outs 
right off the bat. 

“This is not the type of position 
where you can learn on the job,” Ronen 
said. “This is a critical, critical appoint- 
ment that’s going to have a real impact 
on thousands of our most vulnerable 
residents in the city.” 

Supervisor Shamann Walton, on 
the other hand, said Isbell’s only “sin” 
was being new and that the Board of 
Supervisors should not interfere with 
mayoral appointments. He voted to 
send the issue to the full board and 
voted against rejecting Isbell, who 
outlined plans to increase the board’s 
outreach to all sorts of nonprofits. 

“Yes, I’m not a lawyer and those are 
pieces that I’m learning,” Isbell said. “It 
can be so much more and that’s what I 
want to bring to it.” 

Though several individuals spoke 
to Isbell’s compassion, work ethic, and 
ability to research, public commenters 
overwhelmingly admonished Breed for 
not consulting with tenant or housing 
rights groups, as is the norm. (Breed, 

a renter herself, also failed to work 
with those groups as supervisor when 
drafting a weaker version of Novem- 
ber’s tenant-right-to-counsel proposal, 
something she didn't initially support.) 

Moreover, Isbell’s predecessor Polly 
Marshall has served on the Rent Board 


since 1984, through several mayoral 
administrations, and was seen asa 
reliable representative with deep legal 
knowledge. Marshall reportedly found 
out she would be replaced only when 
the Bay Area Reporter broke the news 
of Isbell’s appointment. 

“The mayor did not follow the pro- 
tocol that has been set for 40 years,” 
said Tommi Avicolli Mecca, a tenant 
counselor of 19 years who is now 
with the Housing Rights Committee 
of San Francisco. “Is this going to be 
a precedent for this administration, 
that they’re not going to consult with 
tenants?” 

In particular, tenants appealing 
costs passed through from the land- 
lord before legislation preventing such 
practices went into effect feel they 
don’t have the time for Isbell to catch 
up. At his first Rent Board meeting as 
an unconfirmed-but-still-appointed 
member on April 9, Isbell voted in 
favor of tenants at 430 Baker St. but 
did not make legal arguments needed 
to sway the neutral vote. Veritas, the 
building owner, won the ability to pass 
the cost of property taxes and mort- 
gage costs onto its tenants by a 3-2 
vote, which Ronen argued sets a prece- 
dent for other appeal cases. 

“We can't have one person making 
all the legal arguments,” said Cary 
Gold, director of litigation and policy 
for the Eviction Defense Collaborative. 
“It weakens the tenants’ legal position 
in the hearing. [Isbell] admitted that 
that’s not his skill set.” 

Jeff Cretan, a spokesperson for the 
Mayor’s Office, stood firmly by Breed’s 
choice. 

“Mayor Breed appointed Reese be- 
cause of his history of policy work and 
advocacy on tenant issues at the local 
and state level, as well as his personal 
experience living in a rent-controlled 
apartment in San Francisco for the 
past 20 years,” Cretan said. “She is 
confident that Reese can work with 
the entire community to advance and 
protect tenants’ rights as a member of 
the Rent Board.” 

Eight supervisors would need to 
vote to reject Breed’s appointment, 
which goes to the full board on Tues- 
day, April 23.

“My mother was a single mother 
who supported me and my sister be- 
tween waitressing and factory jobs,” Su- 
pervisor Vallie Brown began. “She did 
the best she could, but sometimes we 
couldn’t make the rent. We would leave 
before we were evicted, and many times 
when we didn’t have enough money to 
get an apartment, we would live in a van, 
which my mother’s friend donated to us. 
That vehicle — it was our lifeline. If we 
didn’t have that, I’m not sure where we 
would have gone.” 

On Tuesday, after seven months of 
work, Brown’s office introduced legisla- 
tion to create a safe overnight-parking 
program for people who live in their 
vehicles. For many, vehicles are the last 
step between home and living on the 
street. They provide a place to store be- 
longings, and a door that locks to keep 
its inhabitants safe. 

But in a ticket-and-tow-happy city, 
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the risk of losing one’s vehicular home 
over unpaid parking citations, an ex- 
pired registration, or simply because 
you ran out of gas is significant. It’s be- 
yond many people’s means to pay the 
steep fines to get a car off the lot once 
it’s been towed, and the fear hanging 
over people that the city could claim 
their homes is constant. 

“T couldn't begin to tell you how 
hard it is to be on the street and come 
up with enough to have a vehicle. You 
feel like you actually did something,” a 
man who goes by the name “Sunbear” 
told supervisors Tuesday. “I’ve had 
four RVs and six vans towed.” 

After 12 years without a roof over 
his head that was also attached to a 
building foundation, Sunbear is now 
housed, but the trauma of his time on 
the streets has stuck with him. “Every 
Tuesday and Wednesday I wake up ina 
panic when I wake up to the sound of 
the street sweeper,” he says. 

Others live in constant fear of hav- 
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ing their entire home carted off by a 
tow truck. 

“It was a struggle — even leaving 
it for amoment was too risky,” says 
a woman with the nickname “Road- 
kill” “We were always afraid of being 
persecuted. It finally got taken away, 
and when I asked the S.F. Police De- 
partment why they told us that the 
neighbors near where it was parked 
considered it an eyesore. But for me 
it was the only safe place me and my 
children had.” 

Sunbear and Roadkill’s stories are 
not uncommon. In October 2018, a 
manual count disclosed that there 
were 432 inhabited vehicles citywide, 
including 313 RVs and 113 passenger 
cars. Everyone agrees that number 
represents an underestimate. It’s not 
always easy to tell from looking at a 
car that someone lives in it, something 
many such people hide out of shame of 
fear. They shower at gyms and do their 
laundry at laundromats (as many peo- 
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ple do) so that co-workers or teachers 
stay in the dark. 

Raina Cruz, who spoke at City Hall 
Tuesday with the help of a translator, 
described the panic she feels when 
police approach her vehicle — and her 
kids begging officers not to take them 
away. She says she wakes up early ev- 
ery morning to get the kids to school, 
so they can change and brush their 
teeth before classes start. 

“T invite any of these politicians to 
come and trade places with me for 24 
hours, so that they can see what it’s 
really like, and so they can be inspired 
to make changes,” she said. 

Finding a safe place for people to 
park — without risk of tickets, towing, 
or police interactions — is an issue 
advocates have been working on for 
decades. However, San Francisco’s 
citywide response has been remarkably 
slow. Santa Barbara implemented an 
overnight parking program with sup- 
portive services in 2004. San Diego

dway on Safe Homeless Parking Plan 


has had one in place since 2009. Los 
Angeles joined in with more than half a 
dozen lots in various neighborhoods in 
2018. San Jose approved theirs earlier 
this year. 

Brown’s own history of living in a 
vehicle no doubt led her to jump on the 
legislation, and despite support from a 
majority of supervisors on the Board, 
yet the battle is far from over. The 
mayor has set aside $1 million to fund 
the program, but a parking lot has yet 
to be selected. And that in itself could 
be a massive battle. The Embarcadero 
Navigation Center is tied up in com- 
munity arguments, and despite having 
been funded for more than a year, 
the city has yet to find a location for a 
Navigation Center for youth. A similar 
struggle to identify a site is entirely 
possible, and potential backlash from 
neighbors if the city turns a parking lot 
near homes into an overnight shelter 
with bathrooms, showers, and other 
services. 

Plus, the definition of “eligible ve- 
hicularly housed persons,” as described 
in the current draft of legislation, has 
yet to be hashed out. The San Diego 
lot’s rules exclude anyone with a vi- 
olent criminal history, and prohibit 
anyone who struggles with addiction 
issues or has used drugs within 24 
hours from trying to enter. 

Nevertheless, the dialogue among 
city politicians is changing, and more 
and more there appears to be an em- 
phasis on meeting people where they 
are, instead of demanding they adhere 
to a prewritten set of rules to access 
care. Supervisor Matt Haney voiced 
this loudly and clearly at a safe-parking 
rally on Tuesday. 

“Sometimes when we talk about 
our homelessness we talk about the 
number of tents, and reducing the 
number of tents,” he said. “But the re- 
ality is this is not about tents, and this 
legislation is not about cars, it’s about 
human beings. Human beings a safe 
and secure place to live. They deserve 
to be met where they are. They deserve 
to have their human rights valued. 

“When we have a situation in our 
city where we choose to criminalize 
people rather than find solutions to 
actually ensure they have a dignified 
place to leave we’re moving in the 
wrong direction,” he added. 
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Lyft drivers are getting 
more organized in the 
wake of changes to 
their payment systems

Standing in his kitchen in An- 
tioch cooking himself an egg breakfast, 
Steve Gregg recalls the first thing he 
liked about driving for Lyft when he got 
behind the wheel almost two years ago. 

“T fell in love with the human race,” 
he says. “I thought, ‘Tl hate seven out 
of 10 people, but instead it’s been the 
opposite.” 

Gregg has made almost 13,000 
rides since then, working eight-to-12- 
hour shifts at a time. After a year-long 
break, he’s made San Francisco his 
main area of operation, although his 
work as a Lyft driver six days a week 
takes him all over the Bay Area. 

In the seven years since the com- 
pany’s 2012 launch, Lyft has become 
a major player in Silicon Valley — and 
according to Bloomberg, it was valued 
at $24.3 billion when it went public 
on March 29. However, this multibil- 
lion-dollar company has become profit- 
able off of exploiting and underpaying 
its drivers, according to Gig Workers 
Rising, a statewide labor-rights group 
that has come to represent rideshare 
drivers like Gregg and other gig-econo- 
my workers. 

On March 25, Gig Workers Rising 
staged a protest outside of the Omni 
Hotel in the Financial District, where 
Lyft executives were meeting with 
potential investors before they started 


trading on the NASDAQ. Drivers and 
their supporters held signs and spoke 
out about the injustices they’ve experi- 
enced in the time since they’ve driven 
for Lyft, such as account deactivations 
when they’ve made complaints to 
management, and sudden increases in 
expenses. Lyft had moved their road- 
show from the Omni to the Olympic 
Club by the time they got there, but 
drivers ended up picketing outside of 
the original location. 

“There’s no real relationship with 
Lyft,” Gregg says. “It’s dysfunctional at 
best. There’s no real way to reach them 
except through Driver Support. They 
act like they’re suffering this great 
inconvenience of having to deal with 
drivers.” 

According to Gregg, Lyft has met 
with Gig Workers Rising exactly once. 
There was a second meeting on the 
books, but Lyft cancelled it without re- 
scheduling. Gregg posits that this was 
done to stop drivers from capitalizing 
publicly on the fact that they had got- 
ten executives to respond at all to their 
concerns. 

Gig Workers Rising, a project of 
Working Partnerships USA, an orga- 
nization that bridges policy initiatives 
and grassroots organizing, has identi- 
fied four main demands: guaranteed 
living wages, transparency over how 
rideshare companies determine pricing 
policies, benefits, and an independent 
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Shaping a Resistance 


organization within Lyft where driv- 
ers’ voices can be represented. 

Part of what is especially agegra- 
vating about Lyft’s treatment is that 
it keeps its drivers dependent if they 
work full-time. Gregg started working 
for Lyft when he re-entered the work- 
force after a neck injury, intending 
for it to be a transitional job while he 
looked for other work. Though he says 
he was having “such a blast” that he 
opted to make it a full-time job, Lyft’s 
continuous tweaks to its algorithms 
mean that he and other drivers con- 
stantly have to put in more hours to 
make up the difference, leaving little 
time for job-hunting. 

Each time they've cut his pay, “it 
seems to happen at a time when I’ve 
finally been able to decrease expenses 
and make it work,” he says. “It’s a titra- 
tion downwards.” 

“Unless they’ve increased or de- 
creased pay, drivers have no idea how 
much they actually make,” he adds. 

In November, Lyft changed its poli- 
cies so that drivers would be rewarded 
based on hours logged, rather than by 
mileage, Lyft’s Director of Communica- 
tions Chelsea Harrison told SF Weekly 
in an email. Harrison says that Lyft did 
this to keep earnings more consistent. 
Up until then, Gregg had been earning 
$700, but now says with the changes in 
payment structures and the prices of 
gas going up, it’s hard to make that. 

“T only see my kids three to four 
hours a week,” he says. “I have no 
time for a life. ’'m either working or 
exhausted.” 

Despite its multi-billion-dollar val- 
uation, market analysts say that Lyft is 
actually losing money. Business Insider 
reported Friday that Lyft’s shares had 
sunk to its lowest value on record, as 
Uber is filing to go public in late April 
or early May. 

“If you can’t make a profit and pay 
people,” Gregg says, “your business 
isn’t valid.” 

Some analysts have said that the 
losses are due to growing costs, even 
though drivers say that Lyft severely 
under-pays them. To fix that, Gregg 
and Gig Workers Rising have some 
solutions. 

“Lobby less, spend less on research,” 
Gregg says. “Preserve an experienced 
driver database of people like me who 
care about the service they’re provid- 
ing. Everyone says customer service 
is going down. And pay your drivers a 
living wage.”

SF allows 
for flexibility 
inthe 
workplace

This week’s question comes from 
Candice in San Leandro, who asks: 


Q: Iam anew mom and plan to 
return to work at a marketing firm in 
San Francisco next month. Fortunate- 
ly, my mother-in-law will be able to 
take care of my baby most of the time, 
but she has to leave at 4:30 p.m. to go 
to work, so I will need to have a flexible 
schedule in order to be home by then. 
Do I have any right to request this kind 
of accommodation? Is there anything 
I should know about how to make the 
request? Thanks for your help. 


A: Hi Candace, Congratulations 
on your new baby. There are many 
complicated decisions you have to 
make during this time of transition 
and I hope I am able to provide you 
some ease on this one. 


We are fortunate in that San Fran- 
cisco, which has always been on the 


cutting edge of employment mandates, 
is the first American city to pass a 
“right to request’ law in giving workers 
the right to request flexible work ar- 
rangements. The San Francisco Family 
Friendly Workplace Ordinance (FFWO) 
took effect on Jan. 1, 2014 and applies 
to all San Francisco employers that 
regularly employ 20 or more people, 
whether or not all employees are locat- 
ed in San Francisco. 


The ordinance provides rights and 
protections for qualifying employees 
who need flexible or predictable work 
arrangements in order to care for spe- 
cific family members (spouse, domestic 
partner, child, parent, sibling, grand- 
child or grandparent) who are either 
(a) under age 18; (b) over age 65; or (c) 
living with a serious health condition 
(illness, injury, impairment, or phys- 
ical or mental condition that requires 
either inpatient care or continuing 
healthcare treatment or supervision). 


To qualify, the employee must: 

-Be employed within the City of San 
Francisco; 

-Regularly work at least 8 hours per 
week; and 

-Have worked for their employer for 
at least 6 months. 


Assuming that you qualify under 
this local provision, you have the 
right to request a flexible or predict- 
able work arrangement to care for 

our child. If you don’t qualify under

the FFWO, you could still qualify for 
intermittent time off and/or flexible 
schedule under certain state laws, such 
as the California Family Rights Act and 
New Parent Leave Act. 


Under the FFWO, a request must be 
in writing and specify the arrangement 
applied for, the date on which the 
arrangement becomes effective, the 
duration of the arrangement, and how 
the request is related to caregiving. 
The flexible arrangement may include 
modified work schedules, change in 
start and end times, working from 
home and telecommuting. An employ- 
ee may make up to two requests in a 
12-month period, unless the employee 
experiences a major life event, in 
which case they may make an addi- 
tional request during that timeframe. 
You can find a sample FFWO Request 
form on The City and County of San 
Francisco Office of Labor Standards 
Enforcement (OLSE)’s website https:// 
sfgov.org/olse/family-friendly-work- 


place-ordinance-ffwo. 

An employer must arrange to meet 
with the employee to discuss any 
FFWO request within 21 days after its 
receipt and must then provide a for- 
mal response within 21 days after the 
meeting. The employer’s decision must 
be made in writing and, if the request 
is denied, the employer must both 
provide the employee with a “bona 
fide business reason” for the denial 
and notify the employee of the right to 


request reconsideration. Should the 
employee request reconsideration, the 
employer must have a second meeting 
with the employee and issue a final 
decision 21 days after that meeting. 
Employers are further prohibited 
from retaliating against employees in 
any way for undertaking the FFWO 
request process. 


“Bona fide business reasons” for 
a flexible work arrangement may 
include: identifiable costs, such as 
productivity loss, retraining or rehir- 
ing costs, or the costs of transferring 
employees; detrimental impact on the 
employer’s ability to meet customer 
or client demand; inability to organize 
work among other employees; or 
insufficient work time during the em- 
ployee’s proposed schedule. 


So, unless your employer has a 
bona fide business reason for deny- 
ing your request, there should be no 
problem arranging for the modified 
hours you need to care for your child. 
If you do run into a problem, including 
if your employer fails to discuss the 
request with you or provide a response 
to the request within 21 days, or if you 
are retaliated against for making the 
request, you should contact a trial at- 
torney to take appropriate legal action 
on your behalf.

Dan Savage gets kind about SPLIFF, his ‘film festival made by the stoned for the stoned.’

Syndicated columnist Dan Sav- 
age has brought his frothy mixture of sex 
advice and humor to the pages of SF 
Weekly for years, and it gets better every 
time his traveling amateur porn show, 
the HUMP! Film Festival, comes to San 
Francisco. Now Savage has a marijuana 
movie show touring the West Coast, and 
his highly entertaining SPLIFF Film Fest 
screens at the Victoria Theatre on Friday 
and Saturday, May 3-4. 

We spoke to the author of Savage 
Love and host of the Savage Lovecast 
about his cinema sinsemilla venture, 

a collection of cannabis-themed short 
films that intends to “celebrate recre- 
ational marijuana use and its liberating 
effects on our imaginations, appetites, 
libidos, and creative energies.” 

“We all know there’s things we like 
to watch when we’re stoned,” Savage 
tells SF Weekly. “We basically invited 
people to create those things they like 
to watch when they’re stoned, and 
share them with a stoned audience.” 

Like HUMP!, SPLIFF is an anthol- 
ogy of user-submitted shorts created 
by Savage’s subversive fans. The results 
will have audiences rolling in the aisles 
at this treasury of stoner cartoons, 
blunt-rolling tutorials, and vignettes 
that achieve comic transcendence in 
their low-budget stupidity. 

“There were 250 films submitted, 
which is a lot,” he says. “We wanted 
to curate it stoned. So we all got real- 
ly fucking stoned and sat down and 
watched all 250 movies over the course 
of a 15-hour day. Then we had lively 
debates about which films to include. 

I was so stoned that I know we put 
together an excellent program, but I 
don’t remember anything. 

“But I have it on good authority 
that it’s a great festival,” Savage in- 
sists. “I’m looking forward to the first 
screenings, because they’re going to be 
as much of a surprise for me as they 
are for the audience, even though I sat 
through all of the films.” 

SF Weekly has sneak-previewed 
SPLIFF, and we can confirm that Sav- 
age is not blowing smoke. It kicks off 
with a magnificently edited, extremely 
funny set of opening credits that 
immediately tell you this is not some 
rehashed, Cheech & Chong throwback. 
SPLIFF has an eclectic range of voices 
and perspectives that give the ston- 


er-humor genre a badly needed update. 

While there are smatterings of nu- 
dity and man-on-man action, it’s more 
a PG-13 kind of affair than Savage’s 
previous filthy film fests. 

“There were a lot of filmmakers and 
folks who didn’t want to take part in 
HUMP), necessarily,” he admits. “The 
bar is set kind of high to be in HUMP! 
You've got to make porn.” 

So SPLIFF is a joint effort created 
by stoners, for stoners, and about 
stoners. Every one of its 24 eclectic 
short films — from comedy sketches 
to stylized music videos to mockumen- 
taries — is short, sweet, and stoned. 

“Tm a pothead myself,” Savage 
says, surprising no one. “One of the 
things that happens is sometimes 
when you're super-stoned, your at- 
tention span is short. We just thought 
the five-minute max film length for 
HUMP! would work really well for kind 
of a stoner festival.” 

High-lights include a deep conver- 
sation between a bag of Doritos and 
a package of Oreos, a sardonic lesbi- 
an-dating-app tale of the heart, anda 
scary satire on why budtenders are so 
conspicuously cheerful. But the short 
films also take stabs at the horror, 
erotica, and trippy visual effect genres. 

“It’s not necessarily a comedy festi- 
val, because it’s open to anything,” he 
tells us. “People could make mini-docu- 
mentaries, or commentary, or whatev- 
er they wanted to do. Just like HUMP!, 
some of the films are serious, some are 
not serious.” 

SPLIFF is already touring the 
country, with screenings in legal-weed 
states. The 4/20 show will of course be 
in Seattle, Savage’s adopted hometown 
(and from which he writes Savage Love 
in its flagship alt-biweekly newspaper 
The Stranger). And Washington State 
had the distinction of getting recre- 
ational marijuana even before Califor- 
nia did. 

“We were a little ahead of the 
curve,” Savage says. “It almost felt like 
we were in a legal-weed state before 
2012. 

While Savage identifies as a stoner, 
he does not himself smoke weed. (“I’m 
an edible-only guy, because I don’t 
smoke,” he admits.) But since it’s still 
illegal for companies to transport any 
form of cannabis product across state 
lines, that makes every different legal 
state an edible adventure unto itself. 
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Although its creator 
got so high he no 
longer remembers, 
SPLIFF is guaranteed 
to be a good film 
festival. 


“Each state has its own cornucopia 
of edibles, because there’s no interstate 
commerce in recreational marijuana. 
You can’t buy the gummies in Cali- 
fornia that you can get here and vice 
versa. 

“That’s one of the things I enjoy 
very much, going to Portland or going 
to San Francisco, and heading to the 
pot shop and seeing all these different 
brands and different kinds and flavors. 
It’s really lovely and unique, and I hope 
when pot’s legal nationwide we don’t 
end up with, like, the Mars Bars of pot, 
and all the candies and gummies every- 





where are exactly the same. I hope we 
can preserve these unique brands.” 

We regret to inform you that Dan 
Savage will not be coming to San Fran- 
cisco to appear in person at the SPLIFF 
Film Festival screenings here. But he 
does have high hopes that you'll come 
to this marijuana film festival that’s all 
good, giving, and ganja. 

“We want everyone to come check 
out SPLIFF and enjoy it,” he tells SF 
Weekly. “Kind of like HUMP), if you 
have a good time and you like it and 
you want there to be more SPLIFFs, 
think about making your own film and

entering. 

“There’s everything from really pro- 
fessionally made films to stuff people 
shot on their phones,” he adds, “It 
runs the gamut and it’s really fun, if I 
remember correctly. And I think I do? 
We'll see.”

A failed state assembly bill and anew legal action reveal pushback against statewide deliveries.

In December, state regulators 
released their final update to the legal 
framework that governs California's can- 
nabis industry. Initially, most of the reac- 
tions centered around what the rules 
prohibited: free samples, selling cannabis 
products without child-resistant packag- 
ing, compassionate-care programs ac- 
cepting donations of flower, and any 
dispensaries located too close to schools. 
At present, however, one of the biggest 
battles facing the industry stems from 
something the regulations do permit: 
statewide delivery. 

On April 4, the League of Califor- 
nia Cities filed a lawsuit on behalf of 
24 municipalities (and one county) 
against the state’s Bureau of Cannabis 
Control and its chief, Lori Ajax. Their 
grievance centers on a regulation ap- 
proved in January that allows licensed 
operators to deliver cannabis to cities 
where brick and mortar operations are 
banned by local jurisdiction. Among 
the cities that joined were Beverly 
Hills, Turlock, San Pablo, Riverside, 
and Vacaville. 

While this legal effort may seem 
laughable to anybody who enjoys the 
Bay Area’s diverse array of dispensa- 
ries, delivery services, and cultural 
events, it may in fact represent a very 
real concern for Californians who don’t 
live in the 20 percent of municipalities 
where recreational cannabis stores 
are allowed. For those residents, out- 
of-town delivery or a lengthy drive is 
often the only option available. 

Some people have already decried 
the lawsuit as an effort to take can- 
nabis away from select Californians 
based solely on their zip code. For 
Ellen Komp, Deputy Director of Cali- 
fornia NORML, this latest legal action 
represents an overreach on the part of 
local governments. 

“They have authority to control land 
use in their borders, but not personal 
transactions,” Komp says. “What will 
they try to ban next, pizza deliveries?” 

Beyond the questionable legal 
grounds underpinning this lawsuit, 
there’s also the matter of what will 


happen to patients who live in areas 
where delivery is the only option avail- 
able. 

“We're especially concerned about 
medical patients,” Komp confirms, 
“many of them with mobility issues or 
without transportation, who depend 
on delivery services often located out- 
side the borders of the cities or coun- 
ties where they live.” 

Komp expresses worry that medical 
patients who rely on deliveries will be 
the unintentional victims of delivery 
restrictions. 

“In a situation where over two- 
thirds of the cities and counties of 
California are not licensing cannabis 
businesses — despite two-thirds of 
the counties voting to approve Prop. 
64 — we can't afford to interfere with 
delivery access for Californians who 
will likely be driven back to the black 
market without a licensed service they 
can use, Komp says. 

The issue has even reached the state 
legislature. On April 9, Assemblymem- 
ber Ken Cooley proposed a measure 
to overturn the January regulation, 
although it failed to clear the Business 
and Professions Committee after a 
deadlocked 7-7 vote. Cooley will now 
have to wait a year before reintroduc- 
ing AB 1530 — something that a rep- 
resentative from his office told the L.A. 
Times he has yet to decide on. 

With resistance against statewide 
delivery mounting on multiple fronts, 
perhaps the most pertinent question is 
why? What is it that cities like Arcadia 
and Clovis have against the discreet 
door-to-door delivery of cannabis? 

For Vacaville Police Chief John 
Carli, the issue comes down to cities 
having the final say. 

“Local control is a very important 
aspect regarding cannabis delivery 
services,’ Carli stated in an email to SF 
Weekly. “Safety is my top priority and 
[that] is disregarded when personal 
marijuana delivery is allowed without 
oversight. The transporting of prod- 
uct and cash together is a recipe for 
robberies. This will have unintended 
consequences.” 

Following Carli’s logic, the concern 








isn’t cannabis delivery per se but rath- 
er that local authorities have no way of 
knowing what’s legal and what isn’t. 

Additionally, and in somewhat of a 
roundabout way, Carli underscores the 
need for licensed cannabis sellers to 
have access to safe banking. How law 
enforcement actively protects against 
delivery robberies in municipalities 
where brick-and-mortar dispensaries 
are allowed is another pertinent ques- 
tion — albeit one that may potentially 
yield uneven answers. 

For many delivery services, the 
League of California Cities lawsuit 
represents a critical threat to their live- 
lihood. From big industry players like 
Eaze to more grassroots operations, 
this legal action represents a serious 
threat to their livelihood. (An Eaze rep- 
resentative declined to comment.) 

“We're motivated to expand cov- 


erage as quickly as possible, because 
we believe every Californian deserves 
safe and affordable access to cannabis. 
Outright bans and protectionist pol- 
icies that favor local monopolies only 
serve to push more people into the 
black market,” says Ted Lichtenberger, 
co-founder and CEO of Flower Co. 

Lichtenberger also notes that con- 
fusion over the nature of the law may 
be partly to blame. 

“T believe that the common reading 
of the rules allowing for statewide 
delivery misunderstands the fact that 
those rules require folks to operate in 
good standing with local law,” he says. 
“There is no carte blanche to ignore 
local rules. Flower Co. has and will 
continue to comply with all local laws, 
even as we work to educate regulators 


on the benefits of safe access for every 


Californian.”

The industry will no doubt follow 
the outcome of this lawsuit, which has 
yet to secure a hearing date. 

It’s hard to accept the League’s ar- 
gument that the matter relates strictly 
to local control, but the law is not 
designed to favor logic over precedent. 
Should the plaintiffs prevail, it will 
mean that those living in a state with 
ostensibly legal recreational cannabis 
will only be able to access it in one- 
fifth of its cities. That’s a perverse out- 
come, and one with real consequences. 
Right now, sales are sagging, and the 
unregulated market has begun salivat- 
ing at the prospect of more stringent 
and costly state regulations. Efforts to 
start putting genies back in their bot- 
tles may define what form the industry 
ultimately takes.

Monetization of the Green Rush 
comes in different forms: lotions, CBD 
oil for anxious pups, Lagunitas brewed 
with cannabis terpenes, delivery apps, 
and even a hemp airplane. As San Fran- 
cisco is one of the few counties statewide 
to allow dispensaries, that also includes a 
slew of tour companies and party buses, 
especially for visitors from out of town. 
But amid the evolution of the farm-to- 
table movement, demand for the con- 
cept of a Seed-to-Sale tour has grown 
large enough for Emerald Farm Tours to 
trademark and sell the four-hour tour for 
$295 a ticket. 

As with Emerald Farm, the pair 
of theater-performers-turned-entre- 
prenuers behind Mendocino Expe- 
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rience Cannabis Tours takes people 

to the source: farms in the Emerald 
Triangle of Humboldt, Mendocino, and 
Trinity counties dubbed the “Napa Val- 
ley of cannabis.” (Tickets go for $239, 
or $210 each with a group for the 10- 
hour tour.) 

Chris Vardijan and Misha Frankly, 
two longtime friends turned business 
partners, would know. Each translated 
their theater skills into stints as city 
tour guides before they got sick of 
the cold atop double-decker buses, so 
they began giving wine tours. Where 
they see other wine tours mixing in 
cannabis, they wanted to bring San 
Francisco to the Emerald Triangle and 
avoid crossing influences. Cannabis 
tourism was the natural next step for 
them, this time as owners instead of

employees. 

“Wine Country is nice, but it 
doesn’t hold a candle to Mendocino 
County,’ Vardijan says, in a but- 
ton-down shirt patterned with leaves 


that’s partially covered by his long hair. 


“We basically took the wine model and 
applied it to cannabis.” 

Between permitting and building 
trust with cultivators, the tour took 
about a year to come together but now 
consists of two dispensary visits and 
two eye-opening farm tours in Men- 
docino County. 

It’s fitting — although geographi- 
cally necessary — that the route from 
the San Francisco Ferry Building pass 
through Marin County, where 420 
started. In 1971, a group of San Rafael 
High School students nicknamed the

“Waldos” with a penchant for getting 
high decided to meet at 4:20 p.m. to 
search for some cannabis plants that 
Coast Guards in Point Reyes had plant- 
ed. The famous code was born in their 
reminders to each other in the hallway 
to meet up and keep searching. 

But that’s common knowledge, 
especially in the Bay Area. The less- 
er-known nugget of stoner culture 
came in the form of Vardijan’s impres- 
sive recital of children’s writer and for- 
mer Sausalito houseboat dweller Shel 
Silverstein’s “The Smoke Off.” Where 
there are signs that the pair is learning 
how to run a business as they go, it’s 
easy to see their passion driving the 
endeavor. 

The first stop was to Emerald 
Pharms, a dispensary on the site of 


an idyllic, 12-acre, solar-powered sus- 
tainable living center borne out of a 
former junkyard. It’s easy to imagine 
retirees living off the land with a view 
of a peaceful pond, trees growing out 
of rusting cars, and a steady source of 
holistic-minded cannabis product in 
Hopland. 

Where the tour’s magic really kicks 
in is at Emerald City Genetics, which 
has a farm in Ukiah and facility in Wil- 
lits. Seeing a group of workers clone 
plants around a table intensifies the 
conflicting images lingering about can- 
nabis. The idea that the image could 
still be reminiscent of a shady drug 
operation must still be countered with 
the continuously needed reminder that 
this is all legal now. 

In between learning about the strict 
schedules of limiting light exposure to 
the cannabis plants to lengthen their 
lifespan, and therefore profits, Hum- 
boldt farmer Brad Mason reminds us 
that legalization comes with a price. 
Faced with adapting to regulations, 
longtime farmers instead sell the land, 
pack up their kids, and find a new 
purpose. 

Likewise, the company’s Willits 
facility inside an old Caltrans office 

is struggling with finding employees 

to manage the roughly 6,000 finicky 
plants they have at any given time — 
when others would still rather work 
underground. (On the other hand, they 
did recently start using Alexa to track 
every plant’s every move, as required 
by authorities.) 

The Willits facility also illuminates 
why the financial barrier to entry can 
be so high. It consists of several rooms, 
each tracking temperature, lighting, 
humidity, and other factors to a sci- 
ence. Inside the dark room, visitors 
must don a Breaking Bad-style getup to 
avoid spreading pollens and turn their 
camera’s flash off to avoid confusing 
the plants’ sex organs, thus ruining the 
batch and costing millions. In another 
room, plants hang like cured prosciut- 
to next to a large tarp of buds. 

After getting to know the whole 
process of cultivating cannabis, what 
better way to end than watching your 
middle-aged Russian tourmates dab 
at Kure Wellness dispensary in Ukiah 
before passing back through the city 
that made 420?

As a pedantic and occasionally 
anxiety-prone brainiac know-it-all, the 
last thing in the world I want out of a 
supposedly relaxing activity is to retreat 
further into my head. I like my brain and 
its higher functions just fine, but how I 
do hate my stupid head. While I’ve long 
since learned not to consume so much 
cannabis that I get straight-up paranoid, 
sometimes, you ingest a little too much 
and then you're unable to be present in 
social situations without tripping over 
your own thoughts, as if someone had 
rearranged the furniture in the dark. 
Then it’s so much for one’s own extro- 
verted nature. You'd better hope the mu- 
sic is good. 

Ever since recreational use became 
legal in California, I’ve been on the 
hunt for the right gummy or low-dose 
edible with several applications. In my 
head — again, danger zone — I know 
something exists that will make long 
hikes feel more vigorous and put me in 
tune with nature, but without leaving 
me too loopy to handle social situa- 
tions. Oh, did I mention that as an 
Irish-Catholic gay Pisces food writer, 

I can handle my alcohol with aplomb, 
but otherwise I’m a genuine cannabis 
featherweight? 

I think I found what I’ve been look- 
ing for. PLUS Products’ Blackberry & 
Lemon Restore indica gummies come 
20 to a round tin, and at 4.5 milligrams 
of THC and 0.5 milligrams of CBD 
each, they’re manageable. They’re glu- 
ten-free and kosher (but not vegan, of 
course, owing to the gelatin) and un- 
like those mandible-working gummies 
that are only a bit softer than Swedish 
fish and migrate up your gum line, 
these little sugared cubes feel almost 
elegant, like a medicated version of 
pates de fruit at the end of a long meal. 
They’re on the acidic side, too, adding 
to the sense that it’s not just ordinary 
candy. 

If you want to unwind without 
physically fusing with the couch cush- 
ions until you’ve watched Big Mouth 
in its entirety, these might be the 
candidate. On average, they take only 
45 minutes for the effects to kick in 
— so that you don't make that rookie 
mistake and eat two more — and they 
crest without a steep drop-off that 
brings itself to your attention. At $15 
to $20 retail, they’re a smart way to 
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microdose — and considering there’s 
an endless parade of festivals coming 
up, I know what I’m going to be dis- 
creetly packing when I go see Aphex 
Twin or Tame Impala. One is plenty.

Every day, tens of thou- 
sands of people crisscross the in- 
tersection of Broadway and 17th 
streets in Oakland, including com- 
muters who’ve spilled out from 
BART’s 19th Street station. And 
when they look up, they see 
Joshua Mays’ Beacon Frequency 
Reader, an almost-10-story work 
that looks over the intersection 
the way Big Ben looks over Lon- 
don’s Westminster corridor. Like 
Big Ben, Beacon Frequency Reader 
features a clock-like circle. Two of 
them, actually. Also like Big Ben, 
Beacon Frequency Reader acts asa 
kind of directional, even if that di- 
rectional emanates from its title 
and its visual elements, which in-

clude a large beacon held by the 
artwork’s central figure. 

“When I first made the origi- 
nal painting, the staff she’s car- 
rying is a particular device that 
has a mystical function to it that 
I describe as frequency reading,” 
Mays tells SF Weekly. “But the 
placement of the mural, and this 
figure being right there — at the 
19th and Broadway BART stop, 
she’s right there — the story in 
my head is that she’s opening a 
portal into a new realm, to new 
experiences, or for those who 
engage her.” 

But it’s not just “her” who 
engages passers-by. Beacon Fre- 
quency Reader features a phalanx 
of pelicans — some flying, some 
poised like guardians — and an 


almost baroque mix of colors 
and patterns that are typical 

of Mays’ artistic style, which is 
derived from years of self-teach- 
ing (he attended art school for 
just a bit), years of working his 
art (he’s 43), and what he calls 
“inspiration from Art Nouveau 
and psychedelia, and definitely 
by baroque and stained-glass 
designs, and designs of pre-17th 
century churches — and even 
new architecture and religious 
buildings.” 

Beacon Frequency Reader went 
up in 2017 through the orches- 
tration of the Oakland-based 
ABG Art Group, which commis- 
sions murals. It’s Mays’ largest 
artwork to date. And his most 
vertical.

“I do have a bit of a fear of 
heights that I have to work 
against on every project that’s 
taller than 12 feet,” Mays, an 
Oakland resident, says. “I had to 
get used to the bumps of going 
up and down on the swing stage. 
And also just the scale — getting 
on the wall and realizing that 
it was too big for me to play 
around and do gestural ideas. 
Because if I swung my arm 
around into a six-foot circle, it 
would be a great sweep up close, 
but then I'd go down to the 
street and it would be a pimple 
on the cheek of the subject.”

Wild Nights with Emily 
Rated PG-13. Opens Friday at the Embarcadero 
Center Cinema. 
After more than a century of no films about Emily 
Dickinson, we’ve been blessed with two within a few 
years. (Still not as many as Winston Churchill has 
received overall, but who’s counting?) Madeleine 
Olnek’s comedy Wild Nights with Emily focuses on the 
secretive, often-giddy romantic relationship between 
Emily (Molly Shannon) and her sister-in-law Susan 
(Susan Ziegler). Told mostly in contradictory flashback 
via a speech given by Emily’s first posthumous editor 
Mabel Todd (Amy Seimetz), Olnek uses Dickinson’s 
original letters and poems as primary sources to 
demonstrate how Susan was promptly erased — in the 
literal sense of the word — from Emily’s writings, and 
thus from history. Wild Nights is considerably lighter 
in both tone and cinematography than Terence Davies’ 
more autumnal biopic A Quiet Passion. Olnek’s film is 
photographed with the bright key lighting traditionally 
associated with comedies, and at times feels like a 
series of workshopped sketches. This is not a bad thing, 
and the brilliance of Nights’ cast singing Dickinson’s 
“Because I could not stop for Death” to the tune of “The 
Yellow Rose of Texas” cannot be understated. Both films 
are ultimately howls of anger at how Dickinson’s work 
and life was regarded both before and after her death, 
but Wild Nights has got both jokes and Molly Shannon, 
so it wins.

62nd San Francisco International Film Festival

The second big week of the 62nd San Francisco 
International Film Festival brings many films from 
far-flung locales to our shores — and even offers a 
good reason to cross the Bay, as outlandish as that may 
sound. Alejandro Landes’ dreamlike war film Monos 
is bolstered by the music of Micah Levi, whose score 
for Under the Skin was the best part of that somewhat 
overpraised film. Speaking of surreal images set to 
great music, Theresa Wayman and Stella Mozgawa of 
the L.A. band Warpaint provide live music for four of 
Maya Deren’s short films, including her unimpeachable 
1944 Meshes of the Afternoon. The score by HTRK 
is also among the interesting elements in Jeffrey 
Peixoto’s Over the Rainbow, in which past and present 
members of the Church of Scientology tell their stories. 
A somehow more depressing dispatch from the War 
on Brains is Clayton Brown and Monica Long Ross’s 
documentary We Believe in Dinosaurs, which looks at the 
“Ark Encounter” museum in Kentucky that purports 
to feature all the animals on Noah’s 300-cubit vessel, 
including — sigh — dinosaurs. And over in Berkeley, 
you shouldn't miss a rare 35mm screening of James 
Marsh’s wonderfully unsettling 1999 documentary 
Wisconsin Death Trip — based on a book that, it must be 
said, is just begging for the prestige-series treatment.

Quick: If you’re standing at the 
traffic circle at the foot of Eighth Street, 
where it intersects Division, Townsend, 
and Henry Adams streets, what neigh- 
borhood are you in? It isn’t SoMa, Mis- 
sion Bay, or Potrero Hill. Technically, it’s 
the Design District or Showplace Square, 
but both of those alliterative names feel 
grafted on by booster-happy eager bea- 
vers, although the latter is sillier. (And 
what was it called before the wholesale 
rugs moved in?) 

It might almost be the Omakase 
District, because before Chef Jackson 
Yu's upscale sushi experience moved 
in in 2015, the area lacked much color 
beyond the giant Zynga dog, whose 
name happens to be Zinga. Omakase 
added more zing, though, when Okane 
and later Dumpling Time opened 
within a block or two of the rotary, 
with Dumpling Time’s tom yum goong 
(vivid xiao long bao wrapped in beet 
skin) drawing sustained acclaim. Other 
places followed, including the amiable 
beer-and-barbecue joint Hardwood Bar 
and Smokery, the bafflingly underap- 
preciated Thai street-food restaurant 
Saap Ver, and later El Pipila. There’s 
also The Grove, a vigorous and smartly 
designed cafe serving Sightglass-and- 
Three-Twins affogatos. 

An intersection that recently had all 
the charm of Market and Gough is now 
creeping closer to Octavia and Hayes 
— at least during the day — and the 
Omakase Restaurant Group deserves 
the lion’s share of the credit. Now we 
have Udon Time, a fast-casual noodle 
house on the ground floor of 55 Divi- 
sion St. that’s next door to Omakase’s 
other debut, the ultra-luxe Niku Steak- 
house. 

Like the wonderful Marugame 
Udon at Stonestown, Udon Time is a 
cafeteria-style affair with perceptably 
softer noodles (although also with 
blessedly shorter lines). The selection 
is about half as big, too, with around 
six noodle options at a lower overall 
spice level — although they’re consid- 
erably more customizable here. In con- 
trast to Marugame’s nearly theatrical 
environment, Udon Time goes for the 
straightforward. And while you can’t 
get orange soda from a fountain, the 
liquor license allows for beer, wine, and 
even Suntory whisky. 

Otherwise, Udon Time is more 
about the slurp than the chew. Hand- 
pulled noodles like you get at places 
like Bing’s Dumplings in Fremont — a 
South/East Bay gem, trust — require 
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managing scissors, Udon Time is sim- 
pler. Granted, it’s a street-food-style 
menu in a brick-and-mortar, but that 
shouldn't be unduly troubling for most 
people. While the vegetable mix in the 
$10 vegetarian udon feels season-ag- 
nostic or even indiscriminate — the 
cobs of corn quartered lengthwise are 
cumbersome, and although the halved 
cherry tomatoes throw in plenty of 
acidic pop, they feel out of place — 
the biggest overall drawback vis-a-vis 
Marugame is that comparative lack of 
heat. 

Rather, get the Niku Udon ($14), a 
mix of sweet onions, green onions, and 
ginger, which lends itself well to the 
wide selection of tempura. The Kamat- 
ama (with a jidori egg, soy sauce, Par- 
mesan, and butter, $12) is a very good 
idea, as it’s essentially a Japanese pasta 
carbonara, hovering at the threshold 
of soup, but you need to pluck out the 


butter after about one-third of it melts 
or you will be left with something alto- 
gether too rich for lunch. 

Many of the add-ons are good, 
including the salty, restrained ume oni- 
giri. Avocado tempura? It’s fairly rare 
to find it detached from a roll of some 
kind, but it’s here, alongside the req- 
uisite kariage and sweet potato, plus 
zucchini, asparagus, and curry potato. 
Getting into the rhythm of Udon Time, 
you ll discover what suits you, and just 
how liberal to be with the tempura 
flakes or the mushroom tempura (the 
best option, texturally speaking, after 
the fish cakes). 

But it might take you a few tries. 
An explanation of how the noodles 
are made adorns one wall, but Udon 
Time could actually benefit from a bit 
more hand-holding. Staff are trained 
to upsell you add-ons like egg or meat, 
but if you ask for recommendations

on whether a broth is better with beef 
or pork, they might demur, seemingly 
unsure. Beguiling offerings such as 
daikon oroshi — a cold, lightly dressed 
grated radish condiment — might 
befuddle the uninitiated as well. That 
it goes with tempura is probably clear 
to most people, but doubts creep in: 
What if there is some combination of 
flavors you're not thinking of here that 
will blow your mind? With some more 
guidance, Udon Time could really excel. 
As is, it’s a choose-your-own-adven- 
ture that may ask for a bit too much 
patience.

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hash browns, following them up with 
shrimp dumpling soup. I can have a 
BLT with fried rice on the side. Dam- 
mit, I can do whatever I want! With 
three happy hours in one day, lunch 
specials range between $4 and $7. The 
menu is massive and the prices are just 
right. 

If you're a fan of tasty organ meats, 
as Iam, don’t skip the fried pork intes- 
tines. The tiny, gamey slivers of entrail 
are lightly fried, with a nice, bouncy 
chew. I’m also fond of the drunken 
chicken, a dish served cold and soaked 
in Chinese white wine, as it’s perfect 
for a hot summer day.

Oh, you thought enough places 
had closed or were closing that the air 
had cleared? Nope. What is that old 
maxim again: Death comes in eights? 
Acting on a reader tip, SF Weekly learned 
that Escape from New York Pizza will 
close two of its six locations — 22nd 
Street and Polk Street — as of this com- 
ing weekend. The Haight, FiDi, SoMa, 
and Castro locations will not be affected. 

An employee at 22nd Street con- 
firmed the closures, and when asked 
for a reason, replied, “It’s San Francis- 
co’ with a resigned shrug. 

This is truly a shame. Where else are 
you going to get an artichoke-and-to- 
mato pizza called an “Elementary 
My Dear Watsonville’? (Admittedly, 
Artichoke Basille’s in Berkeley is pretty 
great, but it’s all the way over there.) 

Sadder still? Escape from N.Y. is 
officially a Legacy Business, having 
opened in 1986. That year was also the 
centennial of the Statue of Liberty, 
which adorns the chain’s boxes. 

The 22nd Street pizzeria, which 
opened 10 years ago, is especially cool 
because of the art, which veteran “Es- 
capee” and manager Chewy Marzolo 
curates. It’s full of skulls, skateboards, 
and the odd vintage Italian film poster, 
although not much from the 1984 
John Carpenter movie from which the 
chain took its name. 

Escape from New York founder Paul 
Geffner tweeted the following state- 
ment Monday morning: 

“In a changing restaurant environ- 
ment, Escape from New York Pizza has 
decided to close its Polk and Mission 
stores. We will be consolidating our 
resources and will focus on our three 
main stores: Bush, Haight, and Har- 
rison. With the multiple new avenues 
available to deliver to our customers, 
we believe we willbe better >)»p39

able to service the San Francisco com- 
munity using these three stores as our 
base.” 


Further, Broke-Ass Stuart re- 
ported over the weekend that High Tide 
Cocktails, universally known as the High 
Tide, closed earlier this month at 600 
Geary St. 

Part of SF Weekly’s Top 50 Dive Bars 
from 2016, the (mostly) dog-friendly 
and cash-only spot was known for its 
playfully attitude-filled bartending 
staff, many of them Korean-American 
women, and for the kitschy painting 
of the woman with her breast exposed 
that was long the focal point of the 
bar itself. But more than anything, 
the High Tide was known for being 
covered in stapled-up dollar bills, hun- 
dreds and hundreds of them, on the 
walls and ceiling, almost all of them 
doodled on by years of tipsy patrons. It 
was as if someone had raided their own 
tip jar on a Saturday night and paid it 
forward for the decor, but all you had 
to do was ask for a Sharpie and you 
could add to the collection. 

Between that and the red-and- 
blue neon sign, full of waves on the 
northwest corner of Geary and Jones 
streets, it’s another small loss for a city 
reeling from this plague of closures. 

Yet more irreplaceable neighbor- 
hood character that’s about to be 
replaced.

Exploding Plastic Inevitable 





What does it take to rid one of San Francisco's bigger venues of single-use water bottles?

Polythene Pam was good-looking 
— you could say she was attractively 
built — but polyethylene terephthalate, 
the plastic that water bottles are made 
out of, is not attractively built. It’s even 
less attractively disposed of. Accounting 
for roughly a third of all plastic produc- 
tion, polyethylene collects on beaches, in 
the stomachs of whales, and in remote 
islands thousands of miles from the 
nearest vending machine. 

You know the routine by now. The 
planet is choking on single-use plastics 
that were designed to be tossed and 
which almost inevitably escape the 
landfills into which they are carelessly 
thrown, destined for the sea, where 
they either endure for centuries or 
swirl around slowly decomposing in 
giant oceanic vortices. Last year, it 
was plastic straws, and this year, it’s 
bottles. 

To combat the scourge of single-use 
plastic — water bottles, in particu- 
lar — The Midway convened repre- 
sentatives from organizations such 
as Lonely Whale, the International 
Ocean Film Festival, and the Oakland 
A’s one Friday in March for “Ocean 
Bound,” to discuss the ways in which 
stadiums and other public venues can 
reduce their consumption. Because The 


Midway is a cultural hub, these were 
juxtaposed with documentary films 
about the accumulation of plastic in 
the Global South plus some impressive 
multimedia artworks, such as Zaria 
Forman’s Ice Crispies, a sound instal- 
lation consisting of field recordings 

of glaciers melting. (Coincidentally, 
“Ocean Bound” fell on the same day as 
the Student Climate Strike, which was 
also the day that Coca-Cola finally dis- 
closed that is uses three million tons of 
plastic every year.) 

While there was a fair amount of 
Davos-y chatter about “leveraging 
the power of brands” and “impactful 
[sic], market-based change” — if we’re 
subordinating the climate crisis to the 
sanctity of corporate hegemony, we’re 
truly fucked — the sincerity and dedi- 
cation were obvious. Dinner was from 
Luke’s Lobster, the certified B Corp. 
that opened over the winter on Second 
Street and which is obsessively focused 
on maintaining a sustainable supply 
chain, and everyone present genuinely 
seemed invested in the urgency of 
finding solutions. 

The Midway itself is among the 
more admirable institutions in its zeal 
to do better. Having made a big push 
to switch to aluminum water bottles 
prior to New Year’s Eve and New Year’s 
Day, it’s taking a page from San Fran-

cisco City Hall, which banned their sale 
on municipal properties several years 
ago. 

“T think it’s about time that the ven- 
ues and the rest of the entertainment 
aspect of it falls in line with what truly 
is the right thing to do,” said Jordan 
Langer, president of Non Plus Ultra 
(the Midway’s parent company, which 
also manages the Palace of Fine Arts, 
the Old Mint, Jones, Big, and SVN 
West, originally the Fillmore West and 
for many years, a white elephant above 
a Honda dealership). “I have two little 
boys, and it’s scary to think about it 
now, but there’s talk about “The world’s 
going to end in 12 years. What can we 
do on a daily basis? A very easy thing 
we can do is not contribute to the 
problem.” 

The Midway used to go through 
300,000 bottles a year, more than 800 
every day (or one every two minutes). 
Company-wide, the figure is closer to 
1.5 million. They’re fanatical about 
trash separation, but they know that 
recycling and composting don’t end 
at the blue and green bins and most 
things end up where they shouldn't. 
While you can order a hundred pallets 
of Crystal Geyser from Costco and 
have them arrive within hours, sourc- 
ing aluminum bottles proved much 
trickier (and the act of unloading them 


from the truck required the entire staff 
to work for hours). But unlike the sur- 
prisingly vociferous opposition to bans 
on plastic straws, there hasn’t been 
much grumbling. 

“It’s been easier for our customers 
than it has been for us,” said Kelsey 
Issel, the Midway’s art director (and 
the curator of “Ocean Bound”). “The 
cost difference between what we were 
paying in plastic versus aluminum was 
five-fold, whereas our customers are 
paying more and they know a dollar 
is being donated and we have these 
resealable bottles to fill up, so the cost 
difference isn’t as much. We haven't 
gotten the pushback here.” 

In sum, it’s now $6 to buy water at 
The Midway, which hosts its share of 
raves, after-hours parties, and events 
where water consumption runs high. 
While the staff are still working out 
the mechanics of refill stations (so it 
doesn’t take anyone 20 minutes of 
queueing just to hydrate) the principle 
is that patrons pay more up front. But 
if they get the equivalent of six waters 
out of that one bottle, the Midway has 
cut back on all the plastic, along with 
five-sixths of the metal, and thirsty 
partiers come out money-ahead. Pre- 
sumably, the venue is forgoing the 
money it would otherwise earn on bot- 
tled water’s substantial markup, but 
the point is to help shift the culture of 
uncritical reliance on all that unnec- 
essary packaging. (You may also bring 
outside bottles in, as long as they’re 
demonstrably empty upon arrival.) 

“Only 9 percent of our recyclables 
are actually recycled,” Issel said. “That’s 
a jaw-dropping number that not a lot 
of people know, even here, and that’s 
why we're so happy to partner with 
Lonely Whale on this. They have the 
capacity to educate the public like no 
one else can.” 

When people looking to duplicate 
these efforts ask how much money 
the Midway is saving, both Issel and 
Langer laugh — because it’s not. Very 
near to where Joel Dean Stockdill and 
Yustina Salnikova’s Oldeberg-esque 
inflatable post-consumer sculptures of 
a plastic straw and a water bottle had 
been set up, Langer mused about the 
eventual tipping point. 

“It’s going to be a thing where it be- 
comes a lot more sustainable, and then 
it becomes the norm,” he said. “Just 
like water bottles became the norm 15 
years ago.”

There is no separation of high 
and low culture, there is no innocence, 
and there is no underground. But as re- 
cently as the last years of the last decade 


of the last century, a galaxy of short-lived 


zines and labels threw disgusting parties 
when cities were cheap and “Hey man, 
will you listen to my demo?” was the 
equivalent of “Please like and subscribe.” 

Wax Trax! Records, which began in 
Denver before relocating to Chicago in 
1978, gave generations of punks and 
New Wave kids a reason to live. It was 
the point of entry for European acts, 
essentially stamping the visas of Front 
242 and KMFDM, and helped shep- 
herd the careers of Ministry, My Life 
with the Thrill Kill Kult, and countless 
others. 

Even in its earliest days, Wax Trax! 
was aggressively cool. Founded by 
partners in life and work Jim Nash 
and Dannie Flesher, it got instant cred 
when the Ramones stopped in and 
proclaimed it the best record store 
they'd ever been to. Colorado native 
Jello Biafra went there when the Cen- 
tennial State was but a proving ground 
for the next Eagles, saw a John Denver 
record with nails punched through 
the singer’s eyes, and knew he’d found 
something. Later, in Illinois, Wax Trax! 
clued Dave Grohl into the existence of 
a vast network of musicians and fans 
he had never known existed. It was al- 
ways firmly planted in Middle America, 
a lifeline for small-town misfits in the 
Bible Belt, founded by two men who'd 
met either at a cruising park or before 
a David Bowie concert in Topeka in 
1972. 

Now Nash’s daughter Julia has 
made a documentary with Mark 
Skillkorn called Industrial Accident: The 
Story of Wax Trax! Records, chronicling 
the rise and fall of a truly independent 
operation until its decline in the face 
of industry vultures and its founders’ 
eventual deaths from complications 
of AIDS. In cooperation with House of 
Vans, they’re releasing a special-edi- 
tion soundtrack on Record Store 
Day (Saturday, April 13) and touring 
through six cities, stopping in San 
Francisco on Monday, April 22 for a 
screening, panel discussion, Q&A, and 
performances by Ministry (Wax Trax!- 
era only) and Thrill Kill Kult. 

Consisting of at least 25 interviews 
with musicians and employees plus 
countless archival stills — snapshots, 
mostly — Industrial Accident is an easy- 
to-digest compendium of anecdotes 
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from a crazy period while stopping shy 
of outright hagiography. Before the 
scene got too famous outside Chicago 
and major labels swooped in to steal 
bands who'd worked with Nash and 
Flesher under verbal contracts — if 
that — the back-and-forth between 
shop and label was paramount. This 
was the gurgling underbelly of Rea- 
gan’s America: loud, brash, and an- 
chored in a nexus of punk, post-punk, 
and industrial music. And unlike their 
spiritual brethren in Brixton, the Low- 
er East Side, or L.A., Chicago punks 
reportedly danced. 

Nash, who left his wife “because 
you don’t have a dick” but who re- 
mained friends with her for the rest 
of his life, was the kind of person who 
might punk a sex worker by opening 
the car door to reveal his cackling chil- 
dren in the backseat. From a Bauhaus 
show he and Flesher produced on Sept. 
11, 1980, they vaulted to the front of 
the subculture at a time when Ministry 
could tour in support of Front 242 just 
because they were fans, something 
Wax Trax! basically brokered. 

“You would get an education as well 
as a record, someone says of the shop 
during those days, probably presenting 
punk clerks in the most positive pos- 
sible light. 

But Nash and Flesher would sign 
acts simply because they liked them, 
not because they'd ever move 50,000 
units. In one of the best sections, Al 
Jourgenson of Ministry relates the 
time they puchased a $60,000 Fairlight 
CMI, an early synthesizer, sampler, 


and sequencer made famous by Peter 
Gabriel. (It arrived boxed with a bottle 
of Champagne, which they drank warm 
out of plastic cups the manufacturer 
also provided.) No one knew how to 
work it properly, so the repetitive, 
hypnotic sound of the industrial su- 
pergroup Revolting Cocks owed itself 
to that ignorance. They couldn't get it 
to turn the page, so they could only lay 
down 32 bars at one time. 

As there’s a German word for every- 
thing, En Esch of the band KMFDM 
(an acronym auf Deutsch meaning 
“No pity for the majority”) charac- 
terized the Wax Trax! vibe as “genius 
amateurs, saying it was all about the 
attitude — with plenty of black hu- 
mor. All the Satanic references were 
in jest, even if actual Satanists and 
the Pat Robertsons of the world saw 
otherwise. 

The criticism against Wax Trax! acts 
was that they couldn't play their in- 
struments, something a 1987 Revolt- 
ing Cocks show demonstrated. All the 
sounds were prerecorded, and while 
they had shirtless Revolting Pussies 
dancing on stage to keep it uproarious, 
someone sliced their hand open with 
a razor blade and bled all over that 
expensive Fairlight — something that, 
at the height of the AIDS panic, was 
either terrifying, awesomely nihilistic, 
or grotesquely irresponsible. 

Jourgenson and his ilk “thrived on 
chaos,” and the scene’s success proved 
its undoing at the hands of better-or- 
ganized and more rapacious profes- 
sionals. The shop moved from Lincoln 
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Avenue to Damen Avenue, TVT Re- 
cords bought them out, and Nash and 
later Flesher’s health declined. 

Out of respect for the scene, they 
had worked on trust, but that didn’t 
last. While calling Nine Inch Nails a 
“terribly catalyst” for what happened 
at the hands of Interscope and Colum- 
bia Records, interviewees refrain from 
truly bashing anyone. You will not hear 
the word “sellout,” but you do read 
excerpts from some expletive-filled 
formal business letters that must 
have been delicious to write. Industrial 
Accident acknowledges, but does not 
indulge, the rancor. 

Nash succumbed to AIDS in 1995, 
while Flesher quietly moved back to 
Arkansas and died in 2010, almost 
a decade after TVT closed down the 
label. In 2011, Julia Nash threw a 
well-attended “Retrospectacle” party 
for Wax Trax!’s 33 1/3-year anniver- 
sary, and revived the label three years 
later after sifting through Flesher’s 
estate for vinyl and other treasures. 
Boxes and boxes were piled in a barn, 
slowly rotting in the same town that’s 
also the birthplace of Bill Clinton, a 
town called Hope.

Some songs are so indelibly 
gorgeous, epic, and ambitious that you 
question how an entire movie or an Ital- 
ian Renaissance painting can be repro- 
duced within a single track. In contrast, 
there are songs so gossamer-thin, frail, 
and earnest that you wonder how the 
grand scale of human existence could be 
distilled so truly and concisely. 

Some artists (Smashing Pumpkins, 
M83) peddle in the former, while oth- 
ers (Elliot Smith, Jessica Pratt) in the 
latter — but rarely do artists manage 
to marry those two competing visions. 
That is what makes Wild Pink’s 2018 
album Yolk in the Fur such a stunning 
manifesto. Frontman John Ross has 
compiled an album full of grandiose, 
tour-de-force sonic declarations whose 
most memorable highlights may be the 
moments that are hushed, reserved, 
and devastatingly austere. 

“Jewels Drossed in the Runoff,” the 
centerpiece of the 10-track album, 
starts off with sweeping ambient 
synths and sustaining guitar lines 
that recall the frontier soundscapes 
of shoegaze bands such as Ride and 
Mazzy Star. Yet the most evocative arc 
on the track is the pinhole moment 
when Ross whispers that his subject 
has a “heart like a star,” a hopelessly 
endearing admission that would sound 
naive if it weren't delivered with so 
much conviction. 

“The whole album felt cohesive 
that way — bouncing between those 
dynamics of big sounding moments 
and smaller ones,” says Ross, whose 
group opens for Strand of Oaks at the 
Independent on Tuesday, April 23. “It 
wasn't really planned. That’s just how 
things flowed best.” 

In 2017, the three-piece Brooklyn 
band released their self-titled debut, a 
collection of pristine, albeit low-stakes 
folk-pop songs. Unsatisfied with the 
output, Ross embraced his expansive 
vision, a fearless move for a group still 
searching for its identity. 

“T felt like I left a lot on the table 
with the first album,” Ross says. “For 
the second one, I wanted to make 
something I wouldn't regret. I wanted 
to take my ideas as far as they could 
go, and when things got big, we kept it 
that way.” 

Those instincts proved fruitful. 

The opening track of the album, 
“Burger Hill,” is a shifting, shimmer- 
ing masterpiece, an ethereal number 
where delicate fingerpicked guitars 
slice through the foggy atmosphere 
of looming synths. “Lake Erie” is a 
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masterpiece of insistent Johnny Marr 
guitar-play and “Love Is Better” is an 
unashamed embrace of earnest pow- 
er-pop. 

Wild Pink has the same sense of 
audacity as baroque-pop forbearers 
Arcade Fire, but whereas Win Butler 
and company anchor their messages 
via through-the-rafters choruses or 
rebellious calls to arms, Ross relays his 
voice in devastatingly hushed couplets. 
The album is filled with mantras of 
self-improvement and self-effacement, 
moments that disarm the listener with 
their simplicity and candor. 

Ross sings about “changing the path 
of my life,” and affirming that “love 
is better than anything else,” while 
conceding that he’d “never get out.” 
Every vow and promise to chase his 
destiny is weighed down by the reality 
of self-doubt and anxiety. Stunning 
admissions of failure are balanced by 





inspiring declarations of ascension. He 
is up. He is down. He is wholly human. 

“T definitely feel self-conscious 
about my lyrics sometimes,” Ross says. 
“But I couldn’t imagine tempering 
them at all.” 

The emotional directness of 
Ross’ lyrics and the group’s deft use 
of ’80s-era guitar and synths have 
prompted many critics to label the 
album “heartland rock,” an ode to the 
heydays of Tom Petty and Jackson 
Browne. While Wild Pink paint um- 
ber-colored sonic vistas that evoke 
the rolling prairies of the middle of 
the country, Ross — a Florida native 
— said he had no intention of writing 
music that targeted down-on-their- 
luck farmers or former high school 
sports stars — selections of an idyllic 
America with rootsy, time-honored 
values. 

He does admit, however, that nos- 
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talgia plays a huge role in his songs, 
through its ability to conjure up those 
wellsprings of ersatz images. Even if 
those memories may ultimately be 
false, the feelings they evoke are real. 

“Nostalgia is an idealized reality,” 
says Ross. “It doesn’t have to be real. 
If you're going to be earnest in a song, 
you kind of have to create this ideal- 
ized world.” 

In many ways, Wild Pink recall 
American Music Club and Red House 
Painters, two early-’90s slowcore bands 
with San Francisco roots. Both Mark 
Eitzel and (pre-misanthropic) Mark 
Kozelek were unafraid to dream big, 
only their worlds were filled with the 
loping streets of Nob Hill and the wide 
boulevards of the Mission. And like 
Ross, they had a penchant for cata- 
loging the minutiae of life, elevating 
solemn small moments amidst the 
backdrop of songs that carried on 
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without horizons. 

On the title track of Yolk in the Fur, 
Ross coos softly that, “I’m with you,” 
a muted three-word line that would 
seem to fall along the wayside of a 
song so sprawling in nature. But that 
is the very nature of Wild Pink. Ina 
world filled with an overwhelming din 
of ceaseless noise, Ross believes that 
the loudest moments are often the 
silent ones, shared between two people 
making sense of the static together.

Yup.

Almost everyone has done something and/ 
or someone they regret doing—although it’s 
possible your ex-girlfriend doesn’t regret fucking 
her married boss for three years, SAAD, and it’s 
possible there’s no need for regret. Sometimes 
people have affairs for all the right reasons. 
Sometimes abandoning a spouse and/or breaking 
up a home with kids in it, aka “doing the right 
thing” and divorcing, is the worse choice. Life 
is long and complicated, and it’s possible for a 
person to demonstrate loyalty and commitment 
with something other than their genitals. 
Sometimes people do what they must to stay 
married and stay sane, and their affair partners 
are doing good by being “bad.”
